By General Overseer at th¢ Assem- 


ii 


The Committee on Divorce and Remarriage was Called 


to Report. 


By way of instruction | 
wish to cajl your attention to 


a few points of Scripture. 
We do not learn every- 


thing at once. No one can 
comprehend all the truth at 
once. The better things are 
buried deep and not so easily 
found as those which are not 
so good. They are hidden 
and we must dig them out if 
we would be benefitted by 
them. 

Like the gold thatis buried 
in the earth and hidden in the 
rock, it requires much labor 
and toil to bring it into use. 

Much of the truth of Scrip- 
ture is hidden from the peo- 
ple. Jesus said, “I thank the, 
O Father, Lord of heaven 
anc earth, because thou hast 


hid these things from the wise 
and prudent, and hast reveal- 


ed them unto babes.” 
Our understanding of the 


Bible depends on our posi- 
tion before God. Some one 
else might be in a better posi- 
tion than ourselves. Some 
can’t see as well as others on 
account of their lack of know: 


ledge and capacity. 
(Illustrated by a man trav- 


eling up the mountain.) 

If you could stand in my 
position with the environments 
as I have them you would see 
as I do. But you stand over 
there and I here. That’s the 
reason you see differently, but 
love leaps across the chasm 
and blends us all together 

To see and understand the 


truth you must keep on look- 
ing at it. I once saw a picture 
of anelephant. A plain white 
blank card was handed tome. 

I held it up between myself 
and the light. At first I saw 
nothing but the card. Present- 
ly I began to see the form of 
an elephant’s head. Soon I 
could see plainly the trunk 
and tusks and big ears. 

I still held it up there and 
I looked at it closely. Little 
by little the picture develop- 
ed until I finally saw the 
whole elephant. If I had 
stopped looking and taken the 
card down I never would 
have seen the elephant. 

We must keep looking at 
the Scripture and it will grad- 
ually unfold to our under- 
standing. We must bear 
with each other. (Deut. 32: 
1,2.) “Give ear, O ye heav- 
ens, and I will speak; and 
hear, O earth, the words of 
my mouth. My doctrine 
shall drop as the rain.” 

The rain does not come 
down all at once. It rains 
awhile and then stops and 
then rains again. It does not 
drop all the time. There are 
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times when you can see things 
better than at other times. 
The time you do not re- 
ceive is when it is not rain- 
ing. There are times when 
you study the Scripture that 
the truth opens up to you 
very readily, at other times 
you can’t get a thing, but go 
to sleep over it. At such 
times you may study all night 
determined to satisfy yourself 
on some point but all to no 
avail. Then later on ata 
time you would scarcely be 
expecting it the whole thing 
would suddenly flash across 


your mind. 
“My speech shall distill as 


the due.” You know how 
the little plant holds out its 
little leaves and blades and 
catches the due and how it 
runs down tc the roots and 
thus nourishes the plant while 
all around itis dry. ‘As the 
small rain upon the tender 
herb.” To get the best from 


God we must be tender. 
One who wants things to 


go his way is usually harsh 
and not tender. It they don’t 
see as you do, you should be 


tender with them. 
Sometimes it rains very 


hard, but you are in the house 
and don’t get wet. The pro- 
phet spoke of every man run- 


ning into his own house. 
Some people speak about 


their own opinion, but Isaiah 
wrote about seeing eye to 
eye. Some people only re- 
ceive a-little of the doctrine, 
and this reminds me of peo- 
ple who live in a house. that 
has a leaky roof. Iam glad 
they can get what runs 
through the leaks. Suppose 
we knock the roof all off. 

I am glad some of us have 


at least got leaky roofs for 
we know more than we did. 

“My doctrine shall drop 
like rain.” The doctrine has 
got to come because rain has 
to come. At ene time the 
heavens gave no rain for 
three years and six months, 
but one faithful man prayed 
and the rain fell. During the 
time of the middle ages there 
was no spiritual rain, but God 
raised up Martin Luther who 
prayed until the rain of justi- 
fication fell. The shingles 
began to drop off. Thena 
little later came John Wesley 
and under his preaching came 
the rain of sanctification, and 
people were sanctified by the 
thousands. A few years ago 
the rain of the Holy Ghost 
began to fall again. Let us 
knock the roof all off and give 
a chance for all the doctrine 
to drop downon us. Vegita- 
tion will not grow good: with 
a roof over it. Must have 
the showers and dew to make 
it grow. 

‘My doctrine shall drop as 
the rain,” His doctrine is 
good doctrine. (Prov. 4:2) 

“For I give you good doc- 
trine.” ‘Nourished up in the 
words of faith and of good 


doctrine.” (1. Tim. 4:6.) 
The word “‘shall” in this 


lesson is the same as the 


“shall” of Mark 16:17, 18. 
“They SHALL speak with 


new tongues; they SHALL 
take up serpents; they 
SHALL lay hands on the 
sick, and they SHALL recov- 
er.” There’s no use talking 
against it the doctrine just has 
to drop down, and if we do 
not get it, itis because we 
are in the house of some sel- 
fish opinion. This is the time 


when the doctrine has to drop. 
It rains on the old clay hill- 
side as. well as on the more 
fertile soil, but on the clay 
hillside there is nothing to re- 
ceive it while in the fertile 
field the vegitation is nourish- 
ed. Those in the fertile soil 
will get the doctrine. In 
1. Tim. 4:6. we see that Tim- 
othy had attained to the doc- 
trine and good doctrine, too. 
Timothy had got to it and 
Paul wanted him to put other 
folks in remembrance of 4. 
Doctrine is going to dj 
and we want to receive it. 
We are counting onour 
God and we are going to fol- 
low Him. Jesus said, “My 
sheep hear my voice * * * 
and they follow me.” 


He leads His sheep by the 
side of still waters and makes 
them lie down in green pas- 
tures, and they will dwell in 
the house of the Lord forev- 
er. Letus decide to dwell 
in the house of the Lord for- 
ever evenif some folks do go 
wrong. Some people say if 
things don’t go their way they 
are going to leave the church. 

Very well, you can go now 
if you want to, we can do 
without you, but some of us 
have decided to dwell in the 
house of the Lord forever. 


Cease trom all your selfish 
motives and stop trying to 
force your opinions on folks 
and count on God and the 
showers will fall. Marchon. 

Go on from conquest to 
victory. Keep the shingles 
off, or at least enough so the 
roof will leak so the doctrine 
can come down. 

No doubt you have been 
listening to preaching before 
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now and did your best to un- 
derstand and receive some 
benefit and could not catch 
athing. So we must show 
kindness to others and bear 
with them when they cannot 
see. The little tender plants 
catches every particle of due 
that falls upon it and appro- 
priates it to its use while out 
from the stalk the ground is 
dry. When you get the drops 
don’t find too much fault with 
those that did not. 

There have been times that 
I wanted to get something 
from God, but could not get 
a thing, but by and by I be- 
gan to feel the little droppings 
sweep into my soul while 


others seemed perfectly dry. 
This subject of divorce and 


remarriage has been discuss- 
edfor years by great and 
good men. 

It may be settled this year 
and it may be many years be- 
fore the conclusive is reached. 

There may be some little 
differences here, but there is 
so much love in this Assem- 
bly that there can be no divi- 
sions. As for myself I would 
not turn my hand over for the 
difference just so it is settled 
right. We don’t expect this 
question to be settled till it is 
settled right. It must be set- 
tled by the Word and the 
Holy Ghost. Wouldn’t be 
surprised if _the doctrine 
should fall in this Assembly. 

A storm cloud of glory may 
burst down upon us at any 
moment and bring with it a 
great rain of doctrine that 
may so saturate and flood us 
with knowledge that the mat- 
ter may be so completely set- 
tled that no one will dare to 
ask a question. If we can 


get to the place where God 
candrop His doctrine down 
and we can let Him give such 
a refreshing that the place 
will be shaken, we may te- 
ceive wonderful enlighten- 
ment. 

We can’t force ourselves 
nor others into it. “They 
that wait on the Lord shall 
renew their strength; they 
shall mount up with wings as 
eagles, they shall run, and not 
be weary; and they shall 
walk, and not faint.” As we 
begin to walk carefully, ten- 
derly, prayerfully, a great 
storm cloud of doctrine may 
burst down upon us (applause) 
until there will be no possible 
chance to doubt. 

In discussing these subjects 
there may be an appearance 
of debate, but above it all the 
spirit of love remains and will 
rule over all. God has so 
clothed me with love that | 
have no fear. This Bible is 
true and we love it dearly 
and have such a love for each 
other that divisions are im- 
possible. We may differ on 
some points at times, but love 
will prevail. Let us stay 
humble and His doctrine will 
keep dropping down. 

ome say that if no decis- 
ion is made at this Assembly 
on some points that they will 
leave the Church of God. 

All right you can leave 
now if you want to. Shake 
hands and say goodbye. 

We will not make any de- 
cisions until itis perfectly 
clear and we know we’ve

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CRUCIFIXION 


Death, Not Suppression

Allare ready to admit that 
there isa nature in man that 
produces evil, and only evil. Evil 
thoughts, tempers, unkind feel- 
ings and words, ambition that 
leads insthe wrong direction, and 
other trails that are only evilt 

As one attempts to live agtord- 
ing{to the Bible plan this evil na- 
turelor.heart is rightin the way 
to hinder and give trouble. God 
gays the heart is desperately 
wicked, and ‘deceitful above all 
things. Jesus says out of the 
heart: proceedeth evil thoughts, 
etc. Saint Paul and other writ- 
ers refer to the awful brood of 
ugly evil things that proceed 
from the natural heart,the works 
of the flesh, and declare that 
guch deeds must be mortified, 
that is put to the death. 

In the very beginning of the 
Christian life we would natural- 
ly want to get this fountain head 
of evils cleansed and emptied of 
all its evil tendencies. As a gen- 
eral thing when men go to build 
a structure, or accomplish some 
task, they:remove those things 
that are inithe way of their plan 
of operations, to hinder their 
progress. This heart depravity 
is a great hindrance to faithful 
obedience to the gospel of Jesus, 
and must be taken out, or we are 
continually crippled in our Chris- 
tian life, and our operations 
against sin and Satan. It must 
be removed. 


And,there is abundant provi- 
sion in God’s,word for this de- 
liverance. We read in Rom. 6, 6, 
‘‘Knowing this that our old man 
is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed.’’ 
Thisjis not suppression, holding 
the old man under control, cruci- 
fixion means death. When we 
get saved the Sold man goes to 
the cross, but.crucifixon strikes 
the death{blow, he breathes his 
last when; our faith takes the 
complete.victory over him, and 


we receive the full deliverance; 
the cleansing of the heart. 

When God speaks pardon and 
our sins are all forgiven, the old 
man, the sin nature, is held un- 
der, but if we goon to the ful- 
ness of God he must be de- 
stroyed, entirely removed, put 
off. 

In writing the Ephesians (4:22) 
Saint Paul says ‘“That ye put off 
concerning the former conversa- 
tion the old man which is cor- 
rupt according to the deceitful 
lusts.”’ . Nothing but corrupt 
things flow out of a deceitful 


‘heart, “deceitful lusts’’ or de- 


sires, must be cast out, they are 
exactly the opposite to the meek 
and lowly nature of the true child 
of God. Their very presence 
manifests a wrong condition of 
heart, Pride, love of the world, 
selfish ease, ungodly associates, 
seeking honor af men, etc., are 
not evidences of holiness of 
heart, but flow from the oppo- 
site source. 

Col.2, 11, says ‘‘Circumcised 
with the circumcision made with- 
out hands in putting off the body 
of the sins of the flesh by the 
circumcision of Christ.’’ To see 
the extent of this circumcision 
that means the death of the old 
man and the putting off the body 
of sin read in Romans 2, 29, 
‘‘Circucision is that of the heart, 
in the spirit, and notin the let- 
ter.’?’ This work is wrought 
‘“‘through the faith of the opera- 
tion of God,’’ and is necessary 
that we be ‘‘complete in Him 
which is the head of all princi- 
pality and power,’’ and in whom 
“‘dwelleth all the fullnness of 
the Godhead bodily.’’ a 

We may make excuse, white- 
wash or cover over the sinful na- 
ture, and argue that we areina 
world of sin, etc., therefore can- 
not be holy here, but God will 
accept none of these, this evil 
nature must be taken away, the 
“‘pure in heart’’ see God, walk 
with Him, please Him. 

In Gal. 2:20 Saint Paul says ‘‘I 
am crucified,’’ in the present, 
right now, not future. Some 


would tolerate sinin the heart 
until death, but God says get rid 
of itnow. Weareto live holy 
‘fin this present world, all the 
days of our life.’’ 


Growth in grace takes no sin 
away, nor does death make any 
one holy, it must be now, by the 
blood of Jesus, through faith. 
‘‘The blood of Jesus Christ His 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.’’ 
‘*Nothing but the blood of Jesus,’ 
‘Jesus that he might sanctify 


the people with Hisown blood, 


suffered without the gate.”’ 


Notice the conditions, obe- 
dience and faith, ‘Purifying 
their hearts by faith,’’ or anoth- 
er expression “‘sanctified by faith 
that is in me.” Purity, cleansing 
from all sin, the complete deliv- 
erance from ‘‘the old man’’ is 
offered those who will take it by 
faith in Jesus: ‘‘Reckon ye also 
yourselves to be dead indeed un- 
to sin, but alive unto God 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.’’ 
Through Christ faith appropri- 
ates ‘it, claims it, reckons it done. 


To ratain this experience is 
another important point. cer- 
tainly it may be lost. Holy peo- 
ple, those who have been made 
so by the blood of Jesus, are ex- 
horted to watch and pray, walk 
worthy of the vocation where- 
with they are called, do all to the 
glory of God, follow on to know 
the Lord, and that their adversa-. 
ry the devil goeth about as a 
roaring lion seeking whom he 
may devour, and on every hand 
they are urged to be faithful, 
rejoice in trials, tribulations, etc. 
And this is the way they are to 
retain the victory. 


Those who “‘slow up,” get 


careless about God’s_ service, 
neglect prayer and praises, act- 
ing independently about the 
things of God, will soon fall back 
into the old habits and become 
backsliders in heart. 


Would you keep the victory 
going on from glory to glory ? 
Then “‘walk in the Spirit (all the 
time) and ye shall not fulfil the 
lust (or desire) of the flesh.”’ 
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how to carry the ark. God 
wants us to walk carefully 
until we learn just how to do. 
_ The Holy Ghost searches 
all things. Nothing hidden, 
but they shall be revealed. 

We may not be far enough 
yet, but we are on the road. 

What I am after now is to 
get our wills so subdued that 
we will not care how things 
go, just so they go God’s way. 

I would not be surprised if 
the doctrine falls suddenly 
upon us. Sometimes just be- 
fore the storm breaks there 
comes atremendous calm. 

O, to get still so God can 
speak to is! May the holy 
awe of God fall upon us and 
bring us into a sacred near- 
ness to Himself. 

We are living in tremen- 
dous times. Much depends 
on the women as they get 

hold on God and shine forth 
~ the glory. God is looking 
for a people that tremble at 
His Word. The God of 
heaven—the God of power— 
the God of vengeance is in 
our midst. We can’t afford 
to hold on to our notions and 
opinions. He has His eye on 
these things. Let us be de- 





términed to put away all sel- - 


fishness and tremble at His
